In  a recent  atticjle  under  the  above  caption 
we  enumerated  Sofne  of  the  requisites’to  effect- 
ive preaching.  For  some  of  the  leading 
thoughts  in  that  article  we  were  indebted  to  two 


articles  in  the  ffomilitic  Review.  Onie  by  Dr. 
Herick  Johnsor  iji1  the  January  number,  the 
other  by  Dr.  Joseph  Parker,  in  the  March 
number,  1900.  Fj-om  the  same  ferti|e  source 
we  greet  the  re;  ders  of  The  Baptist  with  a 
second  article  oj  tbe  same*snhj|fct. 

After  a secon  I thought  we  were  apprized 
of  the  fact  that  our  former  division  wisincom- 
p’ete  in  that  the  members  as  parts  did  pot  equal 
the  whole  div  siott.  There  are  requisites 
which  are  neith  r natural  nor  acquired — 
requisites  whicli  woul  l not  be  essential  in  or- 
dinary' discoursi  , put  which  are  necessary  to 
effectiven'ss  in  iropagatingthe  gospel .

embodiment  of  the  great  principles 
of  temperance.  Half  a ceptury 
ago  he  saw  the  woe  and  misery 
and  ruin  wrought  by  the  Iraffic 
in  strong  drink  in  such  a light 
that  he  consecrated  his  life  to  the 
work  of  antagonizing  it.  He  be- 
gan the  fight  with  a courage,  im- 
petuosity, and  fidelity  that  carried 
everything  before  him.  He  tra- 
versed the  state  of  Maine,  for  ttn 
years  from  one  end  to  the  other, 
and  sowed  it  kute-deep  in  temper- 
ance littrature,  until  sentiment 
crystaliztd  into  law." 

The  most  important  question 
touched  upon  by  the  speaker*  was 
that  of  the  army  canteen,  Irhich 
Congress  thought  it  had  abolished 
at  its  last  jession,  but  which  was 
given  a new  lease  fo  life  by  a techni- 
cal interpretation  made  by  Aitor- 
ney-6eueral  Griggs.  Opinions  as  to 
the  wisdom  of  the  abolition  of  the  . 
canteen  d ffered,  but  practically 
all  were  united  in  the  opinion 
that  the  law  should  be  construed 
according  to  its  plain  meaning  and 
intent.  On  this  topic,  R*  presen 
tative  Lloyd  of  Missouri,  said: 
“The  Congress  of  the  United 
States  has  some  s»  rious  questions 
to  consider  in  connection  with  tem- 
perance legislation.  Oneofthitn, 
and  one  of  the  most  important  of 
them,  is  the  army  canteen.  In 
this  the  Congress  has  a hard  prob- 
lem to  solve.  Army  officers  al- 
most without  exception  testify  that 
the  canteen  is  a good  thing;  that 
it  tends  to  increase  the  sobriety 
pud  efficiency  of  the  armjy.  Be 
that  as  it  may,  the  canter*  ques- 
tion is  a burning  one  and  must  be 
solved.”  Other  speakere  took 
similar  ground.
